2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding 
claim 1, US Patent 5,404,629 to Liechty et al. represents the closest prior art. 
Applicant's invention differs from the Liechty et al. patent in that it includes a ring 
holding mechanism that has a guide passage used to guide a piston ring extruded by an 
extruding mechanism, the ring holding mechanism being driven so as to move close to 
and apart from a piston in one direction intersecting with an extruding direction, a ring 
diameter extending mechanism that can freely enter and leave the guide passage 
defined by the ring holding mechanism, these in combination with the rest of the 
limitation in the claim. Regarding claim 8, the installation method recited therein differs 
from the installation method of Liechty et al. in that a push-out member in a guide 
passage is used to extrude a lowest piston ring and move the extruded piston ring 
toward a predetermined position in a horizontal direction and the push-out member is 
pre-moved downwardly in a vertical direction by a predetermined amount when the 
push-out member is returned to a waiting position, these in combination with the rest of 
the limitations in the claim.
